Over H alf a M illion Property Seized by 
R evenue Officers. 
F resno, December 19th.—The distillery and 
property of the Fresno Vineyard Compauy w as 
seized to day by Charles F. Montgomery and M. 
A Hicks, Deputy Internal Revenue Collectors. 
L. P. Drexler, of San Francisco, is the President 
of the companv, and a large stockholder. The 
property seized comprises the winery, distillery 
premises, and the stock of wines and brandies 
on hand, cooperage and othes personal prop­ 
arty. amounting iu value to 8500,000. 
The case was worked up by B. M. Thomas, a 
special Internal Revenue / g-nt. who has been 
at it for seme time. It is estimated that from 
23,099 to 40,000 gallons of brandv have been 
made at the distillery and disposed of, for which 
n satisfactory accounting has' not been made to 
the Government 
^uii will be commenced in 
the United States District Coart at Los Angeles 
for a forfeiture of the p r petty. Several per­ 
sons who have been identified with the disposal 
of the brandy will be liable to crim inal prose­ 
cution. 
This is the largest seizure ever made in Cali 
foraia. The property Is situated eight miles 


east of Fresno, and comprises a large es'ate, 
most of which is iu vines, and upou which are 
several large wine cellars.

CALLAHAN AND PO W D ER LY . 


W hy th e F o rm e r B rings S uit A g ain st tlie 
L a tte r. 
Scranton (Pa.), December 19th.—According 
to a leugthy statement luruished to-day by Gen­ 
eral Master Workman 
Powderly, liis diffi­ 
culty with Edward Callahan, which led to the 
present prosecution, «lates back to the appoint­ 
ment of the Committee of Knights of Labor iu 
IS-7 to watch State legislation in the interests 
of workingmen. 
Iu March, 1SSS, Callahau 
complained the committee was negleciiug its 
duty, etc. 
Powderly asked him for his authority lor 
stating that ‘‘mi mbere who stand high in the 
Order do not want their reports published.” 
Cailahau replied that Powderly was dere ict 
in his duty, and the committee a sham. In 
June, 1888* Callahan published a letter about 
the legislative work and committee, and said 
that after his last letter Powderlv circulated an 
iu famous lie. and thus iujur«.d his (Callahan’s) 
political chanc-e* badly. 
Before the June Conven’ion, this year, to 
nominate As^emb’ymcn, Caiiahan complained 
to Powder y that injuriou- stories had been cir­ 
culated, and asked the publlcat on of his let­ 
ters. Later he accused Powderly of viltfyiug 
him by circulating stories which led to his de­ 
feat, aud declared if his letter ha«l been pub­ 
lished it would have saved him. but that Pow­ 
derly satirifieed him to save himself, as the let­ 
ter would have exposed Powderly’s treachery 
to the Knights of L«hor. 
Powerly published a mil statement of the dif­ 
ficulty, together with several of Callahan’s 
letters, in the Journal oj United Labor in August, 
1888, in which Le assorted his innocence oí the 
charge brought by Callahau and his surprL«c 
at the rash utterances of the mau. 
Powderly told a reporter to-day that he knows 
nothing ot the present case, but supposes it is a 
renewal of the charge of conspiracy.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


Providing; fo r th e C eleb ratio n o f A m er­ 
ica’s D iscovery. 


W a s h in g t o n , Tecember 19th.—At tlie opening 
of the Senate this morning the House concurred 
in a resolution fur a holiday recess from Satur­ 
day next till Monday, January 6tli. 
Stewait, from the Committee on Military Af­ 
fairs reported a resoluti n directing the exhin- 
ination by the Treasury of war claims ot the 
State of California growing out of Indian hostil­ 
ities aud disturbances. It was agreed to. 
By Culloin—To provide for celebrating the 
four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of 
America by an exposition of arts, industries, 
manufactures and products in 1892. 
By George—To permit the States to tax Na­ 
tional Bank notes and United States notes. 
Chandler ca led up the resolution offered by 
him in regard to organizat ons amor.g naval 
officers and the influence of Congressional legis­ 
lation, and made the statement on the subjeit 
that he desired, if possible, to protect the naval 
officers from being levied upon and induced or 
compelled to pay money (which they could 
poorly fcpare) lor the purpose ot influencing leg­ 
islation. He said a year or two ago Thomas J. 
( owie, Past Assistant Paymaster iu the navy, 
drew up a proper bill for the increase of the 
rauk aud pay of officers of the navy. It was a 
very comprehensive bill. It contained no feat­ 
ure of economy whatever. That bill had not 
been introduced in either House, but it ln.d 
been 
flitting 
around 
privately 
in 
print. 
In connection with 
that 
bill 
there 
had 
be* u a movement organized to secure money 
from navy officers. That movement had taken 
shajie iu a certain printed circular. 
Oue of 
those circulars Chandler sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and had read 
It was lrom Cowie aud 
dated December 2,1889. It stated that John H. 1 
Thomas ( Illinois) had teen engaged as an at- 
t >rncy to take charge and advocate the passage 
of the bill framed by him, for the reorganiza 
tion and equalization ot the pay of the per­ 
sonnel of the navy, and it expressed a hope 
that ah officers would resDoud promptly to 
Thomas'communication. 
In conneciicn with 
this circular was one from Thomas himself, 
which was sent to the Clerk’s desk aud read. It 
states that he had been requested to act iu the 
matter; that expenses must necessarily be in­ 
curred. and tim e and lal>or must be devoted to 
tlie work, and his (Thomas’), acceptance of the 
proposition depended upou its approval by ihe 
officer addressed, upon his sending a retaining 
fe? of i‘5 and signing a contract, of which a 
t* rm was sent, to pay a contingent per cent, 
on his increased pay for one 5 ear. 
Chandler added that there were 1,509 naval 
officers, and this attempt to get them into the 
movement had taken an extremely offensive 
shape. He submitted to the Senate if it was not 
extra objectionable and discreditable to thus 
attem pt to influence legislation 
He did not 
believe tbe contract, even if enter* d into,would 
be legally binding. At any rate it was a con­ 
tract which would absolutely paralyze the com­ 
mittees of Congress who would have the bill un­ 
der (onsideration. 
Hale supported the resolution. It was, he 
said, a matter - t deep regret and of some m orti­ 
fication to know that iu public legislation out 
side efforts iu the direction of accomplishing it 
were leiug hawked about by attorneys in Wash­ 
ington. I t ere were a great many men living 
in Washington (and living pretty web) whose 
source of income was derived from their sup­ 
posed ii fluence on legislation. He hoped the 
resolution would b? agreed to. 
The Naval Committee will give the m atter a 
tb oro ugh in vestiga tion. 
McPherson defended the ac*ion of Paymaster 
Cowie, and said if that officer ha<l discovered a 
method by whi h the p iy of the officers of tbe 
navy could be equalized to the satisfaction of 
all the naval officers he should be regarded as 
a public benefactor. 
Butler said that while he suggested the other 
day that the resolution be referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Naval Affairs, he had no objection lo 
its being adopted. 
The spirit of reform was 
abroad in the land. 
Political reform, educa­ 
tional reform, temperan*e reform, and now 
there was to be a lobby reform. 
He supposed 
that it was better lbte than never, but it ap­ 
peared to him to be a tempest in a teapot. An 
officer of the navy, because he chose in the ex­ 
ercise of his right as a citizen of the United 
States, to employ couusei to represent h ’m be­ 
fore Congress, was denounced, as if lie had 
been doing a very improper thing, and a rep­ 
utable attorney, because he chose to make a 
contract with the naval officers, was held up ti 
the country as violating some (ode of propriety 
and rectitude. He thought the whole per orm 
anee was unnecessary. 
He wished the effort to 
drive away lobby is s would be applied in other 
directions, as well as to officers of the array ami 
navy, whose months were clo*cd. 
Cockrell expressed astonishment at hearing 
the Senator from South Carolina say the officials 
ot the army and navy had mouths clos^«I 1 n 1 
could not approach Congress. Congress was 
inst as open to them as to any citizen o’ the 
United states. The question was whether the 
officers had a right to go into a combination, 
paying a fixed fee in advance, and agreeing to 
pay a cuntir*? nt fee. 
Butler—“ Why should not officers do it as well 
as other ci.izen®?” 
Cockrell —“The public will answer that 
question.” 
Ih e resolution off red yesterday by Cook, as 
to tbe attack 011 Justice Field in California ar.d 
the killing of Terry, was referred to the Judici­ 
ary Committee. 
Mitchell offered an amendment to the Pacific 
Rai road funding bill, which was referred to a 
select com m ittre < u that subject. He explained 
that the bil 
itseT was confined to the Union 
Pacific and its branches, and hi? amend merit 
app ied to the Central Pacific and its brunches. 
The Senate th?n went into executive session.

S en ato r S tew art Says it is a D elusion an«l 
a S nare. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 19.h.—Senator Stew­ 
art of Nevada, has come out as one ol the 
stronger of the men who go in for the repeal of 
the civil service law. 
“The whole theory upon which the civil 
service system is based is false,’’ said the Sen­ 
ator. “The history of the world furnishes no 
example of v.h re the law authorizes secrecy 
and relies upon the innate honesty of men for h 
good adm inistration, it must 1 e conceded that 
dishonest men c.11 exercise unlim ited partiality 
and favoritism in the examination ot appli­ 
cants. 
Favorites can be informed in advance 
ol the questions to be proposed iu any exam ina­ 
tion; favorites can be marked high and ac 
cepted, acd the unfortunate, however compe­ 
tent, can be rejected. 
“There is no redress for this. After the ex­ 
amination four names are to be selected by the 
examiners, whenever the appointing power lias 
aplace for one. 
The unworthy may be se­ 
lected. anil the action of the Board is not sub­ 
ject to review. 
Or au understanding may be 
had with the officer who desires to make-the 
appointment that some favorite shall be in­ 
cluded in the lucky four. 
Besides, special ex­ 
aminations may be, and, it is alleged, often 
are held, to rai.road a favorite into place. 
“Ih e pretended ex ami nations con, iu tlie 
nature ot tilings, have but little refe eace to the 
fitness of the applicant for the discharge of the 
requited duties. 
The mode adopted by busi­ 
ness men of giving an applicant a trial and of 
discharging him forthwith if he is incompetent 
is the only safe method. 
Under the civil serv­ 
ice rules 
an incompetent man 
has a six 
months' trial before be can be discharged, and 
in that time he can, and very frequently dots, 
greaily dem ora'ize the service. 
The trouble 
about the whole sy«tem of civil service is that 
it is an irresponsible secret service.”

Another Indian, Americau Horse, alto spoke, 
after which the Piesideut said to ihe delegation, 
through au interpreter: “I am g ad,” said the 
President, “to meet so many representatives of 
the Sioux Nation. Your true interest is in the 
direction of legislation to settle each of you • u 
a farm of your own.

I 
read with pleasure the report of the Corarais 
sion. end it will give me greater pleasure to aid 
them in securing from Congress those laws that 
are necessary to meet the suggestions made by 
the Commissioners.”

WHO SHOULD TREAT THE RIVER 1 


For many years the R ecord-U nton took 
the positien that the treatment of the 
Sacramento river should be by the United 
States Government, and not by the liank- 
land residents or the State. 
That the 
stream is a free natural highway, the her­ 
itage of all the people, and therefore of 
national concern. 
When the institution of litigation was 
considered for the purpose of stopping the 
■deposition in the stream audits tributaries 
o f matter injurious to the river, and the 
consequence of which was to raise its bed, 
this journal held that such proceedings 
should be entered upon on the basis of the 
claim of injury to navigation, wtíich it is 
the right of any citizen to demand shall be 
maintained on the free waterways of the 
country. 
That position was finally taken, 
and it was stronger before the Court than 
even the just claim that the bank-land 
people were great sufferers by reason of the 
artificial filling of the river. 
Ever since we have maintained, with 
such vigor as we command, that while 
there should be no neglect on the part of 
the people of the State to conserve their 
interests and prevent river destruction, it 
is primarily the duty of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment to prevent the obstruction of nav­ 
igation of the rivers of the country, and to 
preserve their navigable capacity. 
It will 
be remembered that a strong and oft- 
repeated illustration used in these columns 
was that if an upheaval should throw a 
stone dam across the channel of a naviga­ 
ble stream, or one should stretch a rope 
barrier in its current, or pile the dump­ 
ings of a mill in the river, the proper de­ 
partment of Government was in duty 
bound to see to the removal of the obstruc­ 
tion, and, so far as the Federal voice could 
do it, prevent the replacing of the barrier. 
The Government, after a long time, came 
around to this position regarding the Sac­ 
ramento, 
which, 
however, 
was not a 
new 
one, 
since 
it 
had 
been 
its 
policy 
in 
the 
treatment 
of 
the 
Mississippi, the Ohio, the Delaware, and 
other important rivers. 
Bat the policy 
had not been applied to the navigable 
streams of California any further than to 
provide for removing snags, and here and 
there doing a little dredging and a good 
deal of examining and surveying. 
Xow, 
it seems to be the unanimous opinion of 
press and people that whatever the duty 
or the neglect of the State or the people 
along the river, the Government should 
take hold of the thorough treatment of the 
Sacramento. 
That this verdict has been 
at last arrived at is mostjgratifying, and 
in large part compensates for long wait­ 
ing for the confirmation of the persistently 
expressed views recited. 
Here now we 
have the San Francisco Bulletin saying: 
T he lessons of th e recent flood should be suf­ 
ficiently instructive to o u r m em bers in Con 
K ress to enable them to form ulate some plan 
looking to th e ultim ate reclam ation of the Sac­ 
ram ento river. 
T he engineering difficulties 
m ight w ith propriety be left to a Commission 
such as has been suggested by Professor D avid­ 
son. The Sacram ento is th e chief river of Cali­ 
fornia. W ith its tributaries it drains a district 
n early as vast and quite as fertile as th e valley 
o f th e Nile. Along its banks m ay be cultivated 
alm ost every edible know n to m ankind. 
Made 
navigable from its head-w a'ers to its m outh, it 
w ill constitute in tim e one oi th e great h ig h ­ 
w ays of com m erce of th e nation. T he valley 
w hich bears it nam e, instead of as now , being 
m ade up of a few sm all tow ns and w ide-reach­ 
ing ranches, will beiore m any decades teem 
w ith a dense population. A ll th e people of 
New E ngland m ight find com fortable hom es in 
th is rich valley and still have plenty of room. 
P lain ly a w ater-w ay w hich is o f prim e im por­ 
tance to such a country should no t be|neglected 
any longer. 
Professor George Davidson, of the Coast 
Survey, and one of the United States Com- 
sioners for the care and treatment of the 
Mississippi, is quoted as saying: 
The great trouble is (w hich accounts for such 
breaks and floods as we’ve ju st had) th a t the 
river is throttled at the low er end so th e w ater 
h as no room to get out, an d it m ust rise and 
overflow the banks. Every m an w ho levees an 
island puts his b a rk as near the edge of the 
island as he can, and tries to sh u t th e river in 
as closely as possible. I'v e ridden dow n the 
levees of the low er R hine, and on th e top of the 
solid em bankm ents constructed along the Po, 
an d I am sure we have m uch to learn. 
I think 
th ere should be two levees, one high o u ter one 
and one lower one n earer th e river. In ordi­ 
nary seasons the lower bank would coniine th e 
riv er and th e territory betw een it, and the high 
levee could be cultivated. 
Professor Davidson 
then proposes a 
remedy for the neglect of the river, as fol­ 
lows : 
W hat we should have is a G overnm ent Com­ 
m ission for the Sacram ento an d San Joaquin 
rivers, to have full charge of navigation, levees 
an d all im provem ents, ju st as th e Mississippi 
riv er is now m anaged. 1 am one of the m em ­ 
bers of th a t Commission. I t consists o f seven 
m em bers, appointed by th e President of the 
U nited States. G eneral Comstock, of th e Engi­ 
n eer Corps, is C hairm an. T hree of th e Com­ 
m ission are engineers an d four civilians. One 
is a law yer. Congress gives us large appropria­ 
tions, aud all m atters relating to the river Irom 
its source to its m outh are u n d er its control, 
levees an d cveryth ing. T h at’s th e w ay things 
should be here. T he Sacram ento is the chief 
riv er o f th is great State, It is th e direct line of 
com m erce. Our great ships now en ter Suisuu 
Bay. The G overnm ent should ju st as properly 
levee and care for th e river as for th e Missis­ 
sippi. Let th e C ham ber o f Commerce or some 
o f our people take th e m atter up, an d have the 
attention of onr R epresentatives draw n to the 
m atter. There could be a Commission o f three 
m em bers, w ith a G overnm ent engineer at the 
h ead of it. The 
r iv e r, could be leveed, and 
p u t in the way of jierm anent and system atic 
im provem ent. 
In this recommendation he is supported 
by Colonel Mendell and other engineer 
officers. 
There can be no doubt whatever 
that Professor Davidson is right. 
More 
than that, we believe that if the people 
o f California will, by concerted action, 
lay the matter before Congress in its 
true light, the work of systematic treat­ 
ment according to a comprehensive and 
or lerly system, including the entire length 
o f the stream, and all the causes that tend 
to its demoralization, will be ordered by 
Congress. 
The people are now convinced of the 
folly of patchwork leveeing; of the waste 
of money and energy that is involved in 
most of the independent district system of 
protection; of the fact that the stream 
cannot carry all the water discharged into 
it in great flood times; that unless the 
river can be treated comprehensively from 
its head to its mouth, it w ill be useless to 
treat it at all. 
There is but one authority 
for such treatment, and it is that of the 
Federal Government; there is but oue 
pirse that should le drawn upon for the 


C >st, and that is the Government treasury, 
for the river is the Government’s, and al[ 
the people of all the nation are interested 
in the restoration and preservation of its 
navigability. 
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wages of a custodian. 
W ithout giving the 
figure as accurate, it may be assumed as 
the basis for argument that $2-5,000, at in­ 
terest at 5 per cent., will produce sufficient 
to pay the annual expense of caring prop­ 
erly for the grounds, aud whatever build­ 
ings may be placed upon the site. 
The restoration, and concerning which 
there must be deliberation and careful 
estimates, that the generous donors of the 
funds for the purpose may be called upon 
for no more than is requisite, may be 
assumed to include the replacing of the 
adobe walls, and properly built and pro­ 
tected they will stand for a century, and 
longer still if into the adobe there is car­ 
ried a proportion of cement. 
It will in­ 
clude the repair of the solitary remaining 
building and its restoration as nearly as 
may be to its original condition. It should 
then be completely inclosed and covered 
by a structure of stone foundation and of 
iron and glass upper works, and which 
should be large enough to serve for the 
reception and proper placing of contribu­ 
tions of interest related to the pioneer era 
and the early history of this State and 
coast. 
This Memorial H all would in a very 
short time become a museum of history; 
within it would be gathered a profoundly 
interesting collection that would augment 
in value as the past farther recedes, and 
that would draw people constantly to see 
it. 
The Memorial H all should bear upon 
its walls the names of the donors of the 
purchase and restoration fund, and of those 
also who provide the maintenance fund. 
W ithout that historic record the structure 
would be incomplete. 
The cost of thus restoring the walls— 
leaving the grade of the grounds as it is, 
and which is very much as when occupied 
by the fort— and of erecting the memorial 
hall for the preservation by inclosure, of 
the old building still standing, and the 
reception and storing of gifts of historic 
interest, it is unnecessary to consider, as it 
must remain with the subscribers to the 
purchase and restoration fund to determine 
what sum shall be expended in those di­ 
rections. But, roughly, it may lie assumed 
that the sum will considerably more than 
duplicate the figure of the cost of the 
ground. 
These statements and specula­ 
tions are purely suggestive, and are in­ 
tended to invite debate and thought; hence 
reservation is made for their modifica­ 
tion as light is shed upon the subject after 
measurements are taken and estimates 
made by experts. 
But, as we have said, however the work 
of restoration is carried on, it is es­ 
sential that a fund be created, the invest­ 
ment of which will guarantee 
main­ 
tenance. 
It is therefore necessary that the 
subscription list now opened shall in­ 
clude the creation of a permanent fund 
to be used for the protection of the relic 
remaining upon the property, and to secure 
a yearly income for the perpetual care of 
the site and its continued adaptation to 
public use. 
This is a matter in which all 
the people of the State are equally con­ 
cerned, and it is therefore hoped that the 
praiseworthy efforts on foot to raise the 
money will be continued with renewed 
energy; that, when the Fort is restored, 
it may be assured of the requisite care for 
its preservation.

COMMENDABLE ACT. 


A C itiz en S e n d s F o o d to S ta rv in g H o rse s 
O u t in tlie T a le s . 
School Director Senatz’ heart was touched 
yesterday m orning on reading Sergeant 
Barwick’a eloquent appeal for the relief of 
three starving horses that he had seen im ­ 
prisoned on a little m onnd in the sea back 
o f W ashington. 
H e accordingly furnished 
a bale of bay, sent it over to that village, 
and paid John Pow ers and Richard D avis 
$5 to lake it in a boat to the starving 
creatures. 
W hen the m en reached the m ound they 
found that one o f the horses was gone. 
They left the bale of hay there for the 
other two, w hich were nearly fam ished, 
having been several days w ithout food. On 
their return Mr. Senatz offered ibera $20 if 
they would go out to-day and bring the 
horses to this city, and the men w ill m ake 
the attempt.

OPINIONS OF ENGINEERS CONCERNING 


ITS CONDITION. 


T lie O ld C hannel Not in D an ger—Prof, 
D a v id so n A d vises a G overnm ent 


R iver Com m ission. 


Referring to the fact that a few persona 
had expressed fears th at the breaks in the 
levees along the Sacram ento river m ight 
cause the stream to be changed from its 
natural course, prom pted the San F ran ­ 
cisco Bulletin to ask the views of prom i­ 
nent Governm ent engineers on the sub­ 
ject. 
Very little weight is given these 
fears by engineers in this city, says that 
journal. They consider there is little or no 
danger of the great river m aking any per­ 
m anent change in its course. 
No official 
notice of the trouble anticipated has been 
given the Governm ent engineers yet, and 
if there had been there is nothing they 
could do in reference to the m atter unless 
the attention of Congress were first drawn 
to it. 
“ We never cross a river until we come to 
it,” said one of the Chief Engineer officers, 
in speaking of the m atter, "so I cannot 
well say w hat we m ight do should the 
river continue its course through the break 
and the m ain channel be perm anently ob­ 
structed. All our work is done w ith'ape- 
cial appropriations, and if the Sacramento 
river should begin to run up to M ount 
Shasta, we could do nothing but watch it 
u n til Congress should m ake an appropria­ 
tion to prevent a continuance ot such a 
rem arkable occurrence. 


AS THE “ RECOBD-CNION” HAD HELD. 
“I think,how ever,there is certainly no dan­ 
ger of the river keeping its course through 
th at break in the levee. It is of frequent 
observation, paradoxical as it may seem, 
that a stream is often higher when the flood 
is receding than when the current is rag­ 
ing. This is due to the raising of the bed 
by the deposition of sediment. 
W hen the 
stream is rapidly flowing sedim ent is car­ 
ried along w ith i t ; when it slows down and 
water recedes, sedim ent is precipitated and 
bars are often rapidly formed. 
"A nother curious fact is that a D arrow . 
slow-flowing river will cut a deeper channel 
than a full wide stream . The Sacramento 
before this1 has left its course. 
It has been 
overflowing ever since the memory of white 
m en, yet we do not know of its ever per­ 
m anently abandoning its m ain channel ex­ 
cept at sharp curves or at points of rapid 
currents. 
I feel very confident that, as the 
w ater subsides, the m ain river will cut its 
channel through the bar of sand which has 
formed at the point near the break. 


T H E OLD BAAKS A LL B IG H T. 
“ It is really difficult to base any opinion 
on the published reports of m any of tbe 
papers. They m ake a great spread one day 
and next day say that w hat they did say is 
not so. I know that the banks of the m ain 
channel of the Sacramento are of hard, 
stiff, clay soil, well packed and not easily 
broken through. They have stood for ages, 
and the river cannot easily or readily b8 
perm inently diverted 
from 
these bard 
banks.” 
RA ISE OF T H E E IV E R BED. 
Respecting navigation and the way the 
river has raised its bed since 1849, the en­ 
gineer officer above quoted (whose nam e 
is w ithheld by request) comm ented freely, 
and alluded to the fact that once the big 
steam er Capital, later of the Oakland ferry 
line, had been able to easily go up the river 
to the Capital city. 
This filliDg in of the 
river and raising of the bed has its effect in 
helping overflows and floods such as the 
one just experienced. 


M ENDKLL S M EASUREM ENTS. 
Colonel G. H . M endell, engineer officer 
in charge of work in this district, presented 
m uch interesting data relative to changes 
in Sacramento river navigation in a report 
lie made in 1882 on “ M ining Debris in 
California Rivers,” giving, also, sugges­ 
tions for a system to prevent further in­ 
jury to tbe navigable waters of the State. 
Records given show that taking the river 
low-water m ark of 1849 as zero, the low- 
water surface (indicating a proportionate 
rise of the river-bed) has risen different

line, extends one-half ot the distance across the 
stream. 
Measurements made by civil engineer C. E. 
Grunsky, who for many years was Chief Assist­ 
ant State Engineer, aud who is now one of this 
State's Board ot River and Harbor Commission­ 
ers, indicate that the great flow of water during 
this one Ireshet has caused considerable erosion, 
about five feet from bank to bank, along this 
city’s front, while below the crevasse above re­ 
ferred to the deposit of m aterial and the re­ 
duction of waterway have been correspondingly 
great- 
. 
- 
, 
The desirability of m aintaining the river for 
long periods at high stages, particularly through­ 
out its course from Feather river to the bay, is 
thus mo3t forcibly demonstrated, and 1 know of 
no work in aid of navigation that will accom­ 
plish as m uch good as the immediate closing of 
the crevasse now open in the river’s banks and 
levees. The ?200,000 appropriated by Congress 
some years ago lor the improvement ot the 
navigation of Sacramento and Fea'her rivers, 
which was withheld until mining by the hy­ 
draulic process had ceased, may, now that this 
obstacle to its expenditure has been removed, 
be available, and. if so, It ought at once to be ex­ 
pended for the purpose above indicated, thus 
preserving the navigability of the river.

H e W a n ts» More Scientific X evee System 
Em ployed. 
“I have paid but very little attention to 
the Sacramento of late years,” said Pro­ 
fessor Davidson of the Coast Survey, in 
speaking of the m atter. 
“A t the last great 
flood I west t up the dome of the Capitol 
w ith my son and saw then a great lake, 
thirty miles in w idth. Sacram ento was all 
th at was out of it. I was then convinced, 
as I am to-day, that a m ore scientific levee 
system should be employed. The great 
trouble is{w hich accounts for such breaks 
and floods as we’ve ju st had) that the river 
is throttled at the lower end so the water 
has no room to get out, and it m ust rise 
and overflow the banks. 
Every m an who 
levees au island puts his bank as near the 
edge of the island as he can and tries to 
shut the river in as closely as possible. 
I ’ve ridden down the levees of the lower 
R hine, and on the top of the solid em ­ 
bankm ents constructed along the Po, and 
I am sure 
W * H A T E MUCH TO LEA R N . 
“ I think there should be two levees, one 
higher outer one and one lower one nearer 
the river. In ordinary seasons the lower 
bank would confine the river, and the terri­ 
tory between it and the high levee could 
be cultivated. 
“ W hat we should have is a Government 
Commission for the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers, to have full charge of navi­ 
gation, levees and all improvements, just 
as the Mississippi river is now managed. I 
am one of the members of th at Commis­ 
sion. It consists of seven m em bers ap­ 
pointed by the President of the United 
States. General Comstock, of the Engineer 
Corps, is Chairman. Three of tbe Commis­ 
sion are engineers, and four civilians. One 
is a lawyer. Congress gives us large ap­ 
propriations, and all matters relating to the 
river, trom its source to its m outh, are u n ­ 
der its control, levees and 
everything. 
T hat’s the way things should be here. The 
Sacram ento is 


T H E CHCEF R IV E R 
Of this great State. It is the direct line of 
commerce. Our great ships now enter Sui- 
sun bay. The Governm ent should jjnst as 
properly levee and care for the river as for 
the Mississippi. Let the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce or some of our people take the m at­ 
ter up and have the attention of our Rep­ 
resentatives drawn to the m atter. There 
could be a commission ot three members, 
w ith a G overnm ent engineer at the head of 
it. Then i lie river could be levted and put 
in the way of perm anent and systematic 
im provem ent. 


GOVERNMENT AID . 


The L etter from Governor W aterm an to 
Senator Stanford» 
In addition to the telegram sent Senator 
Stanford on W ednesday, requesting him to 
ask the W ar D epartm ent to use the money 
at its disposal for the im provem ent of the 
river, Governor W aterm an has forwarded 
the following letter: 
Hon. Leland Stanford. Washington, D. C - D e i n 
Sir* In explanation of the causes which im­ 
pelled me to call your atteution. by my telegram 
of this date, to the urgent need of having Im­ 
mediate action taken t o w a rd m aintaining the 
banks of the Sacramento river, I desire to recall 
to your mind the fact that this river, from 
Jacinto to its outfall into Suisun bay, a distance 
of 185 miles, is flanked by levees, which are 
geuerally six to ten feet high. From the mouth 
of Feather river to the bay (seventy-eight miles) 
its bottom is composed of sand and finer sedi­ 
ment. 
The general elevation of the river bot­ 
tom near the city of Sacramento is greater than 
the low water plane oí the river as it existed 
before mining by the hydraulic process com­ 
menced. 
Iu this part of the river, as is well 
known, erosion of the sand occurs very rapidly 
while the river is at a high stage, and a deepen­ 
ing of the channel, of great advantage to navi­ 
gation in the seasons following those of pro­ 
tracted high waters, is the direct result of such 
erosion. 
The recent high water has been higher at this 
city than any which preceded it. and the levees 
upon the west or Yolo county side of the river 
could not withstand the force of the water. At 
the hight of the flood the levee broke about two 
mile* below Sacramento, and a great volume of 
w ater is now flowing through this crevasse 
already one thousand feet in width, as well as 
through others, into the great depression on the 
west sideof the river. 
. 
Fears have been expressed that the m e r 
w o u ld at this point leave it« present channel, 
ai& that its navigability at points below the 
break was in im m inent periL Ib a t these fears 
are not entirely groundless is evidenced by the 
fact that a sacdcar ha? formed ta x below the

Engineers M endell, H ener and M ausden 
in th e City. 
A R ecord-U nion reporter called at the 
residence of Goveinor W aterm an last even­ 
ing and fonnd him quite enthusiastic on 
the subject of having tbe river improved 
for navigation. 
H e was expecting a visit 
from Colonel M endell, but the latter did 
not call, having been detained down town 
on his arrival from tbe Bay. The Governer 
said he intended m eeting Colonel Mendell 
this m orning and accompany him to the 
Payne break in the Yolo levee. 
He was asked if it was expected that any 
attem pt would be made to close the break 
at this time, and replied that be did not 
see how that could be done. 
H e thought 
that the most the engineers could do now 
would be to decide upon some plan of ac­ 
tion and commence 
operations in the 
spring after the water recedes. 
The Governor was greatly encouraged by 
the scope of Senator Stanford's telegram. 
It seemed to warrant the belief that the 
unexpended appropriation in the hands of 
the War D epartm ent would be at once 
available for the im provem ent of the river, 
and once the Government lakes the m at­ 
ter in hand it will no doubt continue the 
work until the river shall be restored to 
something like its original condition. 
Accompanying Colonel Mendell are en­ 
gineers Hener and Mansden. The latter 
was formerly Assistant State Engineer, and 
is thoroughly familiar with the Sacramento 
and the other rivers of this and the San 
Joaquin valley. 
H e is now Engineer of 
the State Board of H arbor Commissioners, 
and stands high in his profession. 
The general opinion—based upon exper­ 
ience of the past quarter of a century with 
the Sacramento river—is that the present 
break, like ail others that have occurred, 
will do no perm anent injury to the river 
channel. The banks of the stream are solid 
and compact, and as soon as th e river falls 
a little more and the back-water in the tules 
gets somewhat higher, the force of the cur­ 
rent through the break will be so greatly 
dim inished that the bar that now exists part 
of the way across the stream will disappear 
in a short time. 
The necessities of tbe river are not such 
as have been caused by the recent freshet. 
They have been growing for a quarter of a 
century, and the Governm ent should have 
long ago inaugurated steps to prevent the 
increasing injury to this im portant stream 
of navigable water. T he work of the en 
gineers will be tedious and expensive, but 
it is better that it be commenced even at 
this late day than not at all.

of wonder as of adm iration in the feeling 
with which the people ot this city, and 
especially the old Californians, regard the 
m arvelous display of oranges and other 
fruits w hich Placer county has erected in 
P latt’s H all. 
The revolution in the devel­ 
opm ent of Placer’s resources w ithin the 
last few years possesses elements that are 
alm ost dramatic, and m akes one wonder 
w hat other new thiDg under the sun will 
demand a place in California’s long cata­ 
logue of surprises. 


T H E CITRUS FA IR 
Opened last evening with some show of 
formality. T hat is to say, dignified m em ­ 
bers of the Placer County Board of Trade 
had seats on the platform (where they were 
just visible in a narrow opening through 
tha high bulw ark of oranges). J. J. M or­ 
rison, of the Board of Trade Committee, 
made a little speech, Mayor Pond said a 
few pleasant things that deepeued the 
blush of the apples and the gold of the 
oranges, and the H on. J . A. Filcher, of 
A uburn, gave the finishing brush-touches 
to the golden lily of the Sierra. 
T he Newcastle Brass Band of thirteen 
pieces (the performers all being lads) played 
adm irably and often. 
A man and brother 
stood at the outer door and handed each 
visitor an alluriDg ciicular, while the com­ 
mittee in charge of the exhibit, consisting 
of J. J. Morrison, R. Jones, H. E. Parker, 
J. F . Madden, W. B. Gester, George D. 
Kellogg, Hon. J. A. Filcher, W. B. Lard- 
ner and W. B. Hawford, were as urbane 
and accommodating as veteran showmen. 
Such, indeed, some ot them arc, as Placer 
has already exhibited her oranges in Sacra­ 
mento, Chicago and Los Angeles, and after 
this fair is over she will m ake a bold dash 
for the front place in the big citrus fair at 
Oroville, to be held in January. 
This is probably the handsomest and 
most striking fruit exhibition ever seen in 
this city, if not in the State, and as there is 
no admission fee. the people of San Fran­ 
cisco and visiting slraugers will in time 
hear of its beauty and press forward in 
num bers. 
The ladies of Placer, whose 
taste aud judgm ent were so indispensable 
in the arrangem ent of the exhibit, were 
judiciously kept out of view last night, as 
it was not deemed advisable to place the 
superb fruit in a position to sutler competi­ 
tion. 
The greater part of the perm anent wine 
exhibit in P latt’s H all had been removed 
to give larger room to Placer. The most 
telling feature of the exhibit is the sem i­ 
circular wall of fruit, some twelve or fifteen 
feet high, sweeping around the stage-end 
of the ball and rising to tbe level of the 
gallery. 
In the center is an opening a few 
feet wide, through which the platform is 
visible. 
The 
wall inclines 
backward, 
and 
suggests 
a steep am phitheatrical 
arrangem ent. The top is ornamented with 
an exquisite arrangem ent of palms, flowers 
and the like, and the opening is spanned 
by a handsom e arch of evergreens inlaid 
w ith oranges, and bearing in silver letters 
the words, “Placer-County.” 
From the keystone rises an orange tree, 
and depending from it is a branch cut 
from an orange tree and bearing thirty-six 
prodigious oranges. 
Across the foot of the 
arch, on a level with the platform, is the 
quotation, in black and gold, “ By their 
fruits ye shall know them ." 
Urns and 
vases of Placer county granite, beautifully 
wrought and of great size, are present in 
abundance, supporting fruits, orange and 
lemon trees, palm s and the like. Glass 
show-cases, filled with dried fruits, nuts, 
raisins, etc., fill the wide outer angle of the 
orange wall. 
The following articles, all products of 
Placer county, are exhibited: 
Oranges, 
Japanese persimmons, shaddocks, ra:sin9, 
prunes, apples, pears, quinces, almonds, 
walnuts, chestnuts, dried figs, green figs on 
the branch, olives, olive oil. pickled olives, 
preserved fruits and jellies in glass, sweet 
potatoes, Chinese dates, cotton in the boll, 
■ ilid granite vases, terra cotta vases, a tea 
i>lant, orange trees, lemon trees, fan palms, 
Cajon berries. 
There are about 15,000 
oranges in more than tw enty varieties, 
ranging irom the sm all and 
delicious 
paper-rind St. Michael all the way up to 
m am m oth navels and seedlings. 
The 
Japanese persimm ons are beautiful and of 
m any varieties, some the size of a Sm yrna 
fig and others as large as the largest 
lemons. They are exceedingly pretty and 
they well deserve the nam e of “F ruit of 
the Gods” given them by the Japanese. 
There are two toDS of apples, all of enor­ 
mous size and of wonderful perfection of 
form, color and flavor. Those a foot in cir­ 
cumference are not uncommon. 
The apples and oranges show in a strik­ 
ing m anner a perfect freedom from all 
kinds of fruit pests. This is characteristic 
of Placer county and is one of the very 
strongest argum ents in its favor. 
Nothing more artistic than the arrange­ 
m ent of the fruit in the leaning wall could 
be imagined. The face of the wall is trav­ 
ersed horizontally by parallel partitions a 
foot and a half to two feet apart. These 
are subdivided by cross partitions to form 
com partm ents in various geometric forms, 
including squares, triangles, 
rectangles, 
octagons, oblique-angled 
parallelograms 
and the like. The partitions are just about 
the hieht of the fruit. 
Each compartm ent 
is lined with white shelving paper, which 
is visible in the interstices of the fruit, the 
fancy edges of the paper beiDg brought all 
around the inner side of each compart­ 
m ent. Grange leaves are stowed in little 
nooks and corners. Colors are handled 
with fine skill. The various shades of 
orange, yellow, lemon, canary, red and 
greeu, aré in their arrangem ent au import­ 
ant part of the exhibition. 
The tea tree is a great cariosity. 
It is a 
strong-looking 9brub, about a yard high, 
and composed of num erous shoots from a 
tnrfy root. 
The dried fruits are rich, 
sound and meaty, showing unusually good 
weight for their bulk. 
The raisins are as 
good as the finest in the world, and appear 
in attracti'» packages of various sizes. The 
fruit in glass shows in a preserved condi­ 
tion those fruits which at this tim e of the 
year are oat of season—peaches, for in 
stance. One great jar of McDevett clings is 
worth going a distance to see. 
The fair will continue ten davs. 
There was a look of helpless bewilder­ 
m ent in the faces ot the old-time residents 
as they dropped in last night to take a look 
at the young giant. They appeared to feel 
that they are being shouldered out of the 
way, and they seem to wonder why all 
these marvels had not been thought of be­ 
fore, for there are orange trees in Placer 
oounty that weie hearing when the present 
generation of young men were developing 
the m ental faculties in studylDgover hooky 
propositions. 
The handle of this long 
county stretches down from tbe m ountains 
at A uburn to the plains of the Sacramento, 
and in this foothill country, nearly twenty 
miles square, are some 300.000 acres of as 
fine orange land as the sun ever shone on 
The railroad traverses the county through­ 
out its great length of nearly 100 miles, 
and superior accessibility to the Eastern 
market is thus afforded. Some of the at 
tractions of Placer are not shown in this 
fair, which is intended m ainly to exhibit 
her oranges and lemons; we m ust know 
even of the oranges that they ripen earlier 
than do those in lower latitudes, and are 
hence first in the market, at fancy prices. 
So it is also of cherries, strawberries, black 
berries and raspberries, which pluck the 
down of the trade. The first cherries and 
grapes sent to the East from California are 
from Placer. 
And the scenery—that is superb beyond 
the picturing of ail forms of expression. 
From the warm plains of the Sacramento, 
up into the clouds and snow-drifts of the 
Sierra, it stretches ont, and there is 
strange and Btriking beauty in orange 
groves guarded by snow-wrapped m ount 
ains which tower toward the skies, appa­ 
rently so near at hand.

More Rain ami H igh W ind—H eavy Snow­ 
fall In the M ountains. 
Rain commenced falling a little before 
noon yesterday, accompanied by a high 
southeast wind. The storm at times was 
quite heavy. Reports from along the line 
of the Central Pacific Railroad were to the 
effect that snow was falling heavily from 
Em igrant Gap eastward, w ith rain this site 
of that point. 
Snow also fell at some points yesterday 
m orning in Siskiyou and Shasts, along the 
line of the Oregon road, but rain generally 
. prevailed. 
i 
The snowfall in the Sierra Nevadas is 


very great for such an early date, the heav­ 
iest deposits being usually in February and 
March. 
If the tall in the latter portion of 
tbe season should be as heavy as usual, 
there will he an enormous quantity to 
come down in the spring, and very high 
water in the valleys will result. 
T he river continues to recede at this 
point, reaching the 22 feet 4 inch m ark. 
A telegram to the R e c o r d - U n io n from 
Redding last night stated that the local 
train was on time, but that the Portland 
express was reported detained by snow.
